Most Disastrous Defeat at 
Sea Since Beginning of War; 
Germans Lost Dreadnought, 
Three Cruisers and Seven 
Torpedo Boats 


London, August 22.—The Germans 
suffered heavily in the recent battle 
in the Gulf of Riga, for, according 
to the president of the Russian 
Duma, the German dreadnought 
‘Moltke, together with threg cruisers 
and seven torpedo boats, was’ sunk. 
The German ficet. was foreed to with- 
draw from Riga Bay, and the four 
bargeloads of troops whose landing 
they were to cover, were attacked 
by Russian ‘troops and annihilated, 
the barges being captured. 


London, August 22.—A despatch to 
the Central News from Petrograd 
says : . 

“The president of the Duma has 
stated that the Germans lost the 
battle cruiser Moltke, three cruisers 
and seven torpedo boats inthe Riga 
battle.”

“I was an officer on board the 
auxiliary cruiser Demerara last

of the submarines of the U-type. It 
was shortly after dawn on May 14, 
when the lookoutman in the crows- 
nest reported a large buoy floating 
in the water about, three points on 
the starboard bow.

Packet line, and 
after looking at the supposed huoy 
through his binoculars, he ordered 
two rounds to be fired from the 4.7 
quick-firing gun ngounted on the fore- 
castle head.

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Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 

Tho sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
etead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residencé upon 
ani cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 aores, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence ia performed in the vicinity. 

In ceftain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions: 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chesed homestead in certain districts 
Prjopp $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
havge worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

Exchange Problem 
iS Giving Concern 


Canada Can Borrow Money 
in London But How To Get 
the Funds Transferred is the 
Puzzle — Present Situation 
Explained. 


Ottawa, Ont., August 16.—The 
sterling exchange situation looms 
large on the horizon here. A pound 
sterling which at parity of exchange 
is the equivalent of $4.:862+3 in 
American or Canadian money is now 
worth only $4.70, which represents a 
discount of over three per cent. 
That is to say, if the Dominion 
Government had, borrowed recently in 
London instead of in New York it 
would cost an additional three per 
cent. at least to get the funds trans- 
ferred. It would really cost more 
because the exchange rate 
break further upon any large selling 
of exchange.

BIG SAVING TO CANADA. 

The saving of exchange by borrow- 
ing in New York amounted to nearly 
one anda half million dollars in 
the forty-five million dollar loan. In 
‘fact it beesomes increasingly appar- 
‘ent that the transfer from Emeiland 
of such a huge sum couldnot be 
'made even over a reasonable period 
by exchange operations. 

The problem which later will con- 
front the Dominion Government will 
be how to get the use, for its war 
expenditures in Canada which are 
greater by far than its war expendi- 
tures abroad, of the funds which it 
borrows in London from the Imper- 
ial treasury. It will have the money 
in London. The problem is how will 
the Finance Department get it to 
Canada so that it may be available 
to pay for the raising, paying and 
equipment of Canada’s contingents 

ere. Unless the exchange situation 
radically changes for the better, 
which seems improbable, the funds 
cannot be brought out by exchange 
operations and some financial expe- 
dient will have to be resorted to to 
meet the unprecedented situation.

in New York falling to 4.65. Rumors 
of a hitch in negotiations for a 
$500,000,000 loan from New York 
|hanks were offered as an explanation. 
It is still believed, however, that the 
eredit will be arranged satisfactor- 
ily, probably by the deposit of 
American securities as collateral.

‘IT have already written 
letters of gratitude and sympathy,” 
said Creneral Hughes, ‘‘to mothers of 
more than 100 American boys who 
have fallen while fighting in Flanders 
alongside of Canadian comrades. 
-More than 2,000 enlisted, and we 
could have many more if we wished. 
Any number of West Pointers offered 
their services as officers, and some 
are now with us.” ‘ 


Huns Conceal — 
Fart Of Losses 


Petrograd, 
expert pornts out that the German 
lists of losses showing 1,616,761 cas- 
ualties do not include 26 Bavarian, 
174 Saxon and 
lists, nor 40 lists of losses of the 
German fleet. These make a_ total 
of 3,500,000, to which must he add- 
ed 120,000 suffered during the last 
battles. 

These figures, the expert states, so 
stunned the German stalf that it. was 
compelled to withdraw six corps from 
the fighting line. These were then 
used to form new reserves of about 
two corps which were sent against 
Servia or to assist Austria against

Torpedoed 


AMERICA WIL 
TO 


New York, August 19.—Careful 
checking of the various lists of sure 
vivors of the Arabic, as given out in 
‘London, Washington and New York, 
late tonight, showed that all passen- 
gets listed by the White Star line as 
Americans on board the vessel had 
been saved. It is possible that 
some other Amvricans boarded the 
liner as she was about to sail. 


Washington, August 19.—Vice Con- 
sul Thonpson at Queenstown cabled 
the State Department tonight the 
names of sixteen American survivors 
of the Arabic. 


He said there was no 
authentic information as yet as to 
whether any or how many were lost. 

London, August 20.—The big White 
Star line steamer Arabic, formerly a 


favorite ship of the Liverpool-Boston 
service, but which on her present trip 
was on the way to New York, was 
torpedoed and sunk by a German 
submarine at 9.15 o’cluck Thursday 
morning, southeast of Fasrnet. The 
steamer, according to a statement of 
the White Star line, was attacked 
without warning, and went down in 
10 minutes. Of the 423 persons on 
board—L81 passengers and 242) memr 
bers of the crew—32 are missing and 
are believed to have perished. Most 
of those who have not been account> 
ed for belong to the crew. Only six 
of the passengers are reported mis- 
sing, 

Whether any of those not ac 
counted for are Americans has not 
yet been determined, but, there were 
only twenty-six citizens of the Unit- 
ed States on board, 22 being in the 
second cabin and 4 in the steerage. , 
The Arabic carricd no first class pas- 
sengers, having lately Ween turned 
into a two class diner, 


PASSING VESSISLS PICK 
UP SURVIVORS. 


The survivors who left the stean-er! 
in the ship’s boats, and were picked’ 
up later by passing vessels, arrived: 
in Queenstown tonight. They aro 
being accommodated by the White 
Star line in hotels and boarding 
houses in the little town which so 
short a time ago cared for the 
survivors and the dead of the Lusi- 
tania. 

Details of the sinking of the Arabic 
are lacking, but that the loss of life 
was not greater doubtless was due 
to the fact that the weather was 
fine and that, steamers plying the 
German submarine zone now keep 
their boats swung out and otherwise 
are prepared for emergencies. 

The torpedo that sank the Arabic 
struck her on the starboard side, one 
hundred feet from her stern.

Some of the survivors, according 
to reports received here, say that 
they had just witnessed the torpedo- 
ing of a British steamer, presumably 
the Dunsley, and that this had caus: 
ed great alarm on _ ~board the 
Arabic. In their fright the passen- 
gers had rushed for life preservers 
and had barely adjusted them: when 
the German submarine turned ita 
torpedo against the vessel's side. 

Ten life boats and a number of lifn 
rafts were quickly got over the side 
of the steamer, and into these a 
large number of passengers and mem 
bers of the crew scrambled. . Many of 
the passengers, however, fell into the 
water, but they got hold of tho 
rafts and clung to them and later 
were rescued. One woman feli into 
the sea and screamed pitifwly for 
help. The weather and vidal con- 
ditions being favorable, two sailors 
swam to her assistance and succeed- 
ed in lifting her upon a raft. 


MOST OF OFFICERS RESCUED. 


Almong those who were rescued 
were Captain Will Finen, commander 
of the Arabic, all the deck  offigers, 
the chief engineer, the surgeon, the 
purser, the assistant purser, the 
chief steward and the third class 
steward. Third engineer Lugon is 
among the missing. 

One of the passengers on boar] was 
Kenneth Douglas, well known Wng- 
lish actor. Mr. Douglas was on tho 
Lusitania when she was sent to the 
bottom. His good luck followed him 
again today, for he is among tho 
survivors.

Along River Bug, And 
Kovel Is Safe For 
The Present 


Germans Mass About Brest-Litovsk in 
Effort to Isolate the Fortress, 
But Are Pressed in 
Baltic 


PETROGRAD, Aug, 19.—Russian successes on the left bank 
of the River Bug, where the Germans have been pushed back south- 
west of Vlodava, and in the region of Wladimir-Wolynsk, have al- 
layed fears for Kovel (on the main railroad line between Brest- 
Litovsk and Lutsk), although government institutions already have 
been withdrawn from the city. 


On the Baltic front the enemy’s new forces have not been able 
to overcome the Russian pressure and take the offensive. The 
operations in this region are now of the foremost importance, seeing 
that they are being conducted simultaneously on land and sea. 


From the left bank of the upper Narew the Germans are stub- 
bornly trying to get at the railway network toward Bielsk and 
Bialystok, and so isolate Brest-Litovsk from the metropolis. 

Vast numbers of Germans are on this front. Mackenzen’s atmy 
has been now transferred to the right flank of the Russians there 
and so make it easier for Galwitz’s and Scholz’s armies to penetrate 
the Russian line at Bielsk and Bialystok. This move, however, is 
certain to meet with the most stubborn resistance, 


Germans Claim Advance 


BERLIN, August 19th.—A further advance on the part of the 
German army which is attempting to capture the important Russian 
fortress of Brest-Litovsk, was announced here officially today. The 
statement says that outer positions of the fortress near Rokilno, be- 
fore Brest-Litovsk, were penetrated. Announcement also was made 
of the capture of two forts north of Nowo Georgiewsk, which has 
been invested by the Germans for several days. In taking these 
forts, 1,000 »risoners and 125 cannon were captured.

NEW YORK, Aug. 19.—The New York Tribune contains the 
following: ‘Recent arrivals from England are able to afford some 
explanations of the delayed British advance. Their explanations is 
that Lord Kitchener has been awaiting the completion of new guns 
and a new type of shellgwhich it is believed will revolutionize artil- 
lery operations. 


Unprecedented Weapon 


‘*As soon as it became patent that high explosives were to be the 
dominating factors, the combined efforts of British chemists and 
ordnance experts invented a shell more powerful than any previously 
u3ed. The g>vernment ordered:experiments to be made at the Wool- 
wich arsenal, ; 


‘*As far back as last November government experts experiment- 
ed with various alloys of steel to find out.what would stand the strain 
of such ashell. Finally they succeeded. They produced a 17-inch 
gun that would suit this purpose. It is stated that the shell will be 
carried 25 miles.”’ 


Canadians Sail 


‘Last Wednesday the second Canadian contingent, numbering 
45,000 picked troops, an overwhelming majorty of whom had seen 
preyious service, sailed for France. With their dispatch Kitchener’s 
movement was ready to begin. Tho result may soon be apparent.” 


Fine Sample of Wheat _ 
On Grain Exchange 


Yeild Will Be From Forty-five To 
Fifty Bushels to the Acre 


WINNIPEG, Aug. 18.—The Western Canada Flour Mills com- 
pany showed a splendid sample of wheat on the grain exchange to- 
day, of which 300 bushels were delivered to their Indian Head 
elevator Tuesday. ‘This wheat is dry and firm and of good red color, 
and weighs 65 pounds to fhe bushel. It grades No. 1 hard. Mr. 
Martin, of Clark & Martin, had a magnificent sample of wheat on 
the grain market of the Marquis variety, taken from J. B. Ander- 
son’s farm at Oak Bluff, Man. The heads were abnormally large 
and well filled, and it is anticipated the yield will be from 45 to 50 
bushels per acre.

LONDON, Aug. 18.—Returne received today give the total of 
Canadian prisoners of war in all parts of Germany up to last week 
at 1,805. Six hundred and thirty-six are at Giessen, 168 at Hahover

in Belgium and northwest Germany. 


AS GOOD WW RESULT 


French Munition System Compared 
With That of the -British. : 


Paris, August —Albert Thornas, 
under-secretary of war in charge of 
munitions, tells the Petit Parisien 
that France’s efforts to produce 
munitions are different in method, 
but equal in results to thvse of Eng- 
land which he recently viewed. Tho 
newspaper quotes him as follows: 

“We have an army which at the 
present moment is armed so as to 
withstand any shock, an army, 
which, on the other hand, is capable 
of making a strong offensive. Its 
morale is good; that is to say, the 
army is prepared to remain as it 
is if necessary. 

“Every day our streng®h grows, 
both in England and France. Not- 
withstanding the formfdable resourc- 
ex at the disposal of Germany it, is 
not possible that the resources of 
the Allies will not be sufficient when 
the time is ripe for complete vic- 
tory.
